ZION’S CO-OPBRATIVE MERCANTILE INSTITUTION. 


TRANSFORMATIONS INCIDENT THERETO,

TION. PARTING VIEW or BRIGHAM YOUNG.

The Mormon” mission, in its pro- 
phetic glory, embraces the gathering 
of a Latter-day Israel and the build- 


ing up of a Zion on the American con- 


tical light, the grand emigrationa 
1 the Mormons” is the 
most striking social event of the age, 
and the man who has executed it has 
wrought a work. worthy of a chapter in 
the history of America. — 
‘Brigham Yeung, as the Gath- 
erer,” is amore palpable character to 
the American mind than Brigham 
Young as the Lion of the Lord.” 
As the emigrator of tens of thousands 
from Europe, to people the three 
hundred cities which he has founded 
on the Pacific Coast he is as under- 
standable to the ordinary citizen as to 
one of his own Apostles. Indeed 
these vast emigrations of the Mormons 
from Europe, each year, give renewed 
evidence’ that ‘‘Mormondom” is a 
living, growing fact, under the success- 


ful management of an empire-found- 


was Heber C. Kimball who first 
proclaimed to Great Britain the gath- 


‘ering of the Ibatter-day Saints“ to 


America, but it was Brigham You 
— started the great emigratio 
tide. 

The first regular company of emi- 
grant Saints, numbering about 200, 
sailed from Liverpool for New York 
on the 7th of August, 1840, on board 
the North America. The second ves- 
sel was the Sheffield, which sailed in 
February, 1841; and ebout the time 
of the departure of the Sheffield, a 
company from Herefordshire and the 
neighboring counties (the disciples of 
Woodruff) sailed from Bris- 
tol. Since the expulsion from Nau- 
voo, the emigration has been direct 
from Liverpool to Utah, via New Or- 
leans, New York, Philadelphia, Boston 
and other American ports. 

The following epistle-general from 
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the Twelve, dated at Winter Quarters, 
Omaha Nation, Dec. 23d, 1847, will be 
of interest in this connection: 
„To the Saints in England, . 
land, Ireland, Wales, and adjacent 
islands and countries, we say, emigrate 
as speedily as possible to this vioinity, 
looking to and following the counsel 
of the Presidency at Liverpool : ship- 
ping to New Orleans, and from thence 
direct to Council Bluffs, which will 
save much expense. Those who have 
but little means, and little or no labor, 
will soon exhaust that means if they 
remain where they are, therefore it is 
wisdom that they remove without 
delay ; for here is land on which, by 
their labor, they can speedily better 
their condition for their further jour- 
ney. And to all Saints in any country 
bordering upon the Atlantic, we would 
say, pursue the same course, come 
immediately and prepare to go west, — 
bringing with you all kinds of choice 
seeds, of grain, vegetables, fruit, 
shrubbery, trees, and vines—every- 
thing that will please the eye, gladden 
the heart, or cheer the soul of man, 
‘that grows upon the face of the whole 
earth ; also the best stock of beast, 
bird and fowl of every kind; also the 
best tools of every description, and 
machinery for spinning, or weaving, 
and dressing cotton, wool, flax, and 
silk, etc., or models and descriptions 
of the same, by which they can con- 
struct them; and the same in relation 
‘to all kinds of farming utensils and 
busbandry, such as machines, mills, 
and every implement and article with. 
in their knowledge that shall tend to 
promote the comfort, health, happi- 
‘mess, or prosperity of any people. So 
far as it oan be consistently done, 
bring models and drafts, and let the 
machinery be built where it is used, 
which will save great expense in trans- 
portation, particularly in heavy ma- 
‘chinery,; and tools and implements 
generally.“ 
And here must be noticed the cove- 
-nant of the emigration, to show how 
-faithfully it was kept,—as have been 
all Brigham Young’s covenants as th 
leader of his people. 
Previous to leaving Nauvoo Presi- 
dent Young prompted the Latter day 
Saints to enter into a solemn covenant 


in the Temple, that they would not 
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cease their exertions until every indi. 
vidual of them who desired and wa, 
unable to gather to the valley by his 
own means was brought to that place, 
No sooner were they located in the 
Rocky Mountains, than the Church 
prepared to fulfil this covenant, ex. 
tending its application to the Saints 
in all the world. The subject was 
introduced at the October Conference 
in 1849, by President Heber C. Kim. 
ball, and a unanimous vote was there 
and then taken to raise a fund for the 
fulfillment of the promise. A com. 
mittee was appointed to raise money, 
and Bishop Edward Hunter sent to 
the frontiers to purchase wagons and 


cattle, to bring the poor Saints from 


the Pottowatomie lands. About $5,000 
were raised that season. This fund 
was designated The Perpetual Emi 
gration Fund,” and the method of its 
application is well set forth in the fol- 
lowing from a letter to Apostle Orson 
Hyde, who was at the time presiding 
at winter quarters: 
REAT SALT Laxe 
| October 16th, 1849. 

PRESIDENT Orson Hyper: Beloved | 
brother, we write to you more particu- 
larly at this time, concerning the 
gathering, and the mission of our gen- 
eral agent for the perpetual emigra- 
tion fund for the coming year, Bishop 
Hunter, who will soon be with you, 
bearing the funds already raised in 
this place. 

In the first place, this fund has been 
raised by voluntary donations, and is 
to be continued by the same process, 
and by so managing as to preserve the 
same, and cause it to multiply. 

* * * 4s early in the Spring 
as it will possibly do, on account of 
feed for cattle, brother Hunter will’ 
gather all his company, organize them 
in the usual order, and preside over 
the camp, traveling with the same to 
this place, having previously procured 
the oH teamsters possible, such as 
are accustomed to driving, and will 
be kind and attentive to their teams. 

When the Saints thus helped arrive 
here, they will give their obligations 
to the Church to refund to the amount 
of what they have received, as soon 
as circumstances will permit ; and labor 
will be furnished, to such as wish, on 
the public works, and good pay; and

These instructions and general epis- 
tles are the more important in the 
emigrational history, as they are sub- 
stantially the basis upon which all the 
emigrations and business thereof have 
been conducted from that time to the 
present. 

Donations in Enyland were made 
straightway. The first received was 
2s. 6d. from Mark and Charlotte a 
of Woolwich, on the 19th of April, 
1850. The next was £1 from George 
P. Waugh of Edinburgh, on the 19th 
of June; but in time the various emi- 
gration funds of the British mission 
alone became immense.

LEAVES FROM THE LIFE OF A MAN. 
BY A ‘*MORMON” ELDER.

The coveted opportunity was not 
long in arriving, for on a sunny Sab- 
‘bath morning while walking to the 
‘pier head ‘at Liverpool, attention was 
‘arrested by a large poster annonncing 
A course of lectures by Orson Pratt, 
one of the Twelve Apostles of the 
‘Church of Jesus Christ of Latter day 
Baints;“ to read the subjects was a 
“harried pleasare, and as the heel turn- 
ed in an opposite direction to that 
‘already going, second thought suggest- 


ed—walk, when for a few moments af- 
ter re-reading of the poster, indecision 
held sway, but finally the direction to 
the Masic Hall was taken, and in a 
| very few moments a position was oc- 
cupied behind a screen, close by the 
entrance to the room; this was a 
favorable chance for scanning the oc- 
eu pants of the stand, and candor 
compels the statement, that the result 
was not immediately favorable to the 


Apostle or his surrounding Elders, 
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repeated invitations to a seat was 
declined, observation seeming to sus. 
tain what little had been read in regard 
to the people as a whole; the singing 
was whole souled and unexceptionable, 
the sermon was considered to be very 
dogmatic and to be flavored with a 
little more assurance than was palat- 
able to one, who from training and 
experience, had concluded that he 
knew as muob, at least, as any body else. 

Evening meeting brought again our 
greedy listener, and this was maintain- 
ed until the course was concluded, the 


singing forming no small part of the 
attraction, and the evident interest of 


the members in each other and an 
apparent indisposition to separate was 
another; but during these several 
meetings many observations were 
made, not only in * to principles 
taught and believed, but in regard to 
practise, sympathy was in some meas - 
ure secured by an early understanding 
of similarity of views as to baptism, 
both as to mode and subject, the pur- 


pose only was fairly new; the next 


thing which attracted attention was 
the ordinance of confirmation or the 
laying on of hands upon some who had 
been baptized, thia was much of a sur- 
prise, unlooked for and yet as scriptu- 
ral as unexpected ; from this to the 
blessing and consecration of infants 
was but a small step, yet it showed 
method and greater approximation to 
a long looked for ideal ; occasionally a 
bottle of oil would be consecrated in a 
public meeting, and some sick person 
would seek that the Elders should 
anoint them and have hands laid upon 
them that they might be healed, the 


rebuke aud blessing being each in the 


name of Jesus Christ; while in what 
was called ‘‘ testimony” meetings, the 
apparently lay members of beth sexes 
would take their liberty of speech and 
action, some in tongues, some in in- 


_terpretation of tongues, some in pro- 
phesy and others in sacred song, with 


many a solemn statement of having 
been healed by the power of God, and 
many a solemn assurance that faith 
by obedience had bloomed to know- 
ledge in regard to the doctrines 
thority of the past; thus generall

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der professedly reetored by divine rey. 
elation through a prophet, to usher 
in the of the fullness of 
times.” These manifestations were 
bewildering, almost stupefying to the 
sense, for it seemed as though from a. 
deep sleep troubled by ‘‘ winds of doo- 
trine” and cyclones of controve 
there had been an awaking into the 
simple, consistent, orderly times of the 
Christ—ian and Apostolic times. 

Now came notice of attendance, then 
introduction, argument, and contro- 
versy, rather bitter probably on the 
part of one whose ideas and observa. 
tion had engéndered suspicions of all 
assumption of an authoritative or 
priestly character; many a midnight 
walk found upon debateable land the 
enquirer and some of the members of 
this wonderful church, and, in this 
connection the word wonderful“ is 
used advisedly, for its organization 
was of course the subject of comment 
and of criticism ; to find Apostles and 
Prophets, to hear of Seventies and 
Elders, to talk about Pastors, Evan- 
gelists and Bishops, with Teache 
aud Deacons, and Priests seem 
sadly out of place in this generation, 
and the reproduction of such offi- 
cers appeared libellous,in juxtaposition 
with the intelligence and practice of a 
religious age ; and when it was further 
realized that this array of official 
representatives were an unsalaried 
class, laboring, traveling men, ‘‘ with- 
out purse or scrip,” in the midst of 
self-seeking or even philanthrophic or 
religious paid men, was to find an 
element foreign entirely to the gene- 
ral spirit of sectarian organization 
every where, yet in the breast ef 
the new ‘aroused enquirer there was 
suspicion, was there not here all the 
elements of fraud, of design, and 
craft? Were not the mass the dupes 
and these Elders ‘‘ Yankees” in the 
broadest meaning of the phrase? and 
did not this inevitable gathering fore- 
shadow the thirst for political power 
rather than religious life? these and a 
thousand similar questions called for 
quick solution; and there sprung up 
something of an indisposition to be 
lieve, and something of a hope or wish | 
that it might be proved to be all my- 
thical and a delusion; in this emer- 
gency a step was taken which had not 


2 characterized our now stu- 


ent in a new and fruitful field, and 
this was to search every where for the 
comments and opinions of opponents, 
in all previous life it was considered as 
most honorable to judge not from an 
opponents stand point, but from the 
writings and authorized expositions of 
any particular system, but in this 
instance the healthy, sensible, right- 
ous practice was reversed ; it was seen 
that a man might belong to any other 
system and yet be credited with 
eommon sense and honesty, that in 
the large cities at all events, he might 
be a sceptic or an atheist and yet be 
looked upon as a citizen and a man, 
but to believe in and join with Joseph 
Smith and the Mormons,” was not 
only to jeopardize or sacrifice reputa- 
tion, position, influence, if an indivd- 
ual were possessed of these, but the 
inevitable end was (in obedience to the 
new faith) to forsake a glorious father- 
land, its wealth of opportunities for 
intellectual culture and life; it was to 
leave its pleasant landscapes, its abund- 
ant amusements, its social life, the 
tender associations of childhood, the 
binding interests of pleasant family, 
the prospects of business, the graves 
of the fathers, and apparently every 
thing that can color a life, and give it 
vitality and zest, these were the strings 
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around the thoughtful heart and no 
light hand could commit high sacri 
upon the sacred household gods. 

Yet in the midst of this indecision it 
was plain, that convictions were being 
resisted, that conclusions had been 
reached which could not be suppressed, 
and that unwillingness and disobedi- 
ence could only be reached by stifling 
the finest instincts which belong to 
human kind ; for if life’s best interests 
can only be subserved by truth, 
if the highest truth is really the 

roduct of inspiration and revelation, 
if that is only systematized in the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, if that cannot 
be discovered elsewhere in vigorous 
and harmonious detail, only among the 
so-called Mormons,” is not that upon 
the surface of things prima facia evi- 
dence in favor of theconsistent system, 
as surely as it is against all others 
differing from or in opposition to that, 
which in the record we are led to 
believe was established by Divine 
Authority and power? And the ques- 
tion now was asked, ‘‘ How is it that 
opposition to this consistent system 
should spring mainly from those who 
teach the sacred character of the 
Scriptures; from those who in all 
possible detail should be the actual as 
well as the professed followers of the 
lowly Nazarene?”

MARRIAGE AND THE CONSTITUTION.

The question has been asked, why 
no mention of or allusion to the subject 
ef marriage is made in the Constitution 
of the United States? Seeing that it 
is a matter of national concern, and is 
considered to be a civil contract, why 
did not the framers of the supreme 


law of the land lay down some provi- 


sion affecting that which lies at the 
foundation of civilized society 

The answer is, that at the time when 
that instrament was framed, marriage 
was not considered to be a mere civil 
contract. The fathers of our country 
would have been scandalized at the 
idea of divesting matrimony of its 
sacred character, and bringing it down 
to the level of a business bargain. . It 


is only of Jate years that such notions 
have obtained in relation to that which 
was formerly esteemed as a sacrament 
by the majority of Christian people, 
and as a holy and religious rite by the 
rest. Until a few years ago marriage 
could not be celebrated in England 
except by an authorized minister of 
the gospel, and most people belonging 
to the various religious denominations 
in both hemispheres now consider the 
ministration of the priest er pastor ne- 
oessary to the proper performance of 
the ceremony. 

The Mormons' advance no new 
idea when they claim marriage to be a 
part of their religious creed. All sects 
have, until very recently, maintained

the same’ position, and the Catholic 
and Episcopal churches to this day re- 
gard matrimony as essentially a religi- 
ous ordinance, born 
It may be said that none of them 
permit plural marriage, which the 
* Mormons” make part of their. faith 
and practice. That may be true, but 
it does not affect the question. If 
marriage is essentially a religious rite, 
as we claim, and in which the great 
bulk of Christendom supports us, the 
question of one wife or many is only 
incidental to the main point. If mar- 
riage in a matter of religion, the regu- 
lation of it pertains to the churches 
and not to the State. The constitution 
is not only silent upon the marriage 
question, but it prohibits any inter 
ference witb religion in any manner 
whatever. And the fact that marriage 
was considered a religious ordinance 
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vy the pilgrim fathers,

and those pious 
people who laid the foundations of our 
government, shows a very powerful 
reason why it is not alluded to in the 
palladium of our, liberties ;” for 
having suffered from religious intolera.

A new departure in the mode of

Methodist ministers endeavored to 
convert the Mormons” by rifle 
force, and the ‘arguments of house. 
burning, mobbing, whipping, driving 
and murdering. The press and the 
pulpit united in misrepresenting, 
ridiculing and denouncing the doc 
trines, and slandering and abusing 
the leaders of the Church. Physical 
onslaughts were only abandoned when 


Newman, the deposed chaplain of the 


the Mormons” eer strong eneugh 
to defend themselves; the libelling 
and false witness against them has 
continued even unto the present day. 

The new plan is praiseworthy. 
the Presbyterians have something 
better than we have for a creed, let 
them show it to us. If we are in 
the clouds ,of error, they should try 
to disperse the mists with Gospel light 
instead of a bayonet or a club. No 
missionary who comes to Utah with 
the sincere object of converting us 
by fair argument or prayerful persua- 
sion, will meet with any opposition 
different from his own mode of pro- 
cedure. He may run against ati 
reasoning which he will find difficul 
to controvert, but will not receive 
anything contrary to kind treatment, 

The mistake made by most of the 
clerical gentlemen who have favored 
Utah with a passing call, has been in 
their estimate of their own superior 
theological wisdom and the mental 
calibre of the, ‘‘ Mormon” people, 
And when they have found that their 
pop-gun artillery has had no effect 
upon the bulwarks of our faith, they 
have become angry and untruthful, 
after the fashion of the Rev. J. P. 
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Capitol, the removed preacher of the 
church with the chimes, the disap- 
pointed political priest and traveling 
consul-general. 

We hope the ladies will receive 
the missionary, to be sent for their 
special benefit, with becoming cour 
tesy and thoughtful consideration. 
They have excellent facilities to place 
at her disposal for reaching the 
‘‘Mormon” women whom it is her 
mission to proselyte. And as one 
ood turn deserves another,” it will 
be their duty, which we are sure they 
will perform with pleasure, and for 
which we know many of them are 


abundantly qualified, to enlighten the 


lady in regard to many true principles 
of which she is very likely to be in 
as great ignorance as she supposes 
they are concerning the doctrines of 
Christianity. 

But does it not seem tbat there 
are fields of labor fer eastern Chris 
tian ladies with benevolent impulses, 
close to their homes, which require 
attention and demand their energies 
far more than the valleys of distant 
Utah? Are there no Magdalenes in 
New Jersey? Are there no fallen

When we meet them they are full of what they 
have seen and read, They are brimming with questions. One topic of their 
conversation is dropped only to give place to another, in which they are inter- 
ested. We have left them, after a delightful hour, stimulated and refreshed, 
and during the whole bour not a neighbour’s garment was soiled by so much as 
atouch. They had something to talk about; they knew something, and 
wanted to know more. They could listen as well as they conld talk. To speak 
freely of à neighbour’s doings and belongings would have seemed an imperti- 
nence to them, and, of course, an impropriety. They had no temptation to 


gossip, because the doings of their neighbours formed a subject very much less 


interesting than those which grew out of their knowledge and tbeir culture. 
And this tells the whole story. The confirmed gossip is always either malici- 
ous or ignorant. The one variety needs a change of heart, and the other a 
change of pasture. Gossip is always a personal confession either of malice or 
imbecility ; and the young should not only shun it, but by the most thorough 
culture relieve themselves from all temptation to indulge in it. It is low, 
frivolous, and too often a dirty business. There are country neighbourhoods 
in which it rages like a pest. Churches are split to pieces by it. Neighbours 
are made enemies by it for life. In many persons it degenerates into a chronic 
disease, which is practically incurable.

“THE COVENANT OF SALT.” 


— — 


THERE is something of a tradition in the Church in regard to a sermon preach 
ed by the Prophet Joseph; it was called“ the Salt Sermon” if memory rightly 
serves, but no facilities offer to verify the same, or if a fact to give an idea as 
to the nature and purport of the discourse ; the article (Salt) is, however, well 
known to all our readers, as it finds a place on all our tables, and aids in the 
seasoning of all our food, and this is a habit or practice which reaches back to 
time immemorial. In the East, custom awards to its position or use an import- 
ance which in our nerthern clime is unknewn, to sit above the salt at the ban. 
quettting table was the post of honor, and even whon enemies by accident or 
design partook of salt with each other, it was the end of feud and pledge of 
safety between the participants, it thus became the symbol of hospitality, 
and often of that fidelity which is considered due from servants, friends, 
guests and domestics to those who entertain them.” 

It is curious to remark that by commandment of the Almighty, it was 
appointed that Salt should be used in all the sacrifices which under the Law,” 
were offered to him; Every oblation of thy meat-offering shalt thou season 
with Salt, neither shalt thou suffer the Salt of the covenant uf thy God to be 
lacking from thy meat offering; with all thine offerings thou shalt offer Salt, 
Lev. 2, 13; the command implies special importance, the lack of it was not to 
suffered, nor could neglect be justified so long as sacrifice was continued; we 
have allusion made to this by the Saviour, when in conversation with the Twelve, 
„For every one shall be salted with fire, and every sacrifice shall be salted with 
Salt.” Mark ix, 49. What this cevenant of Salt was, when it was established, or 
what its meaning, we are at a loss to discover so far as the Scriptures are 
concerned, but that there was something of the nature of a covenant into which 
Salt entered, we find as well in Num. xviii, 19, where speaking of the perqui- 
sites belonging to the Priests of Aaron it is said, All the heave offerings of 
the holy things, which the children of Israel offer unto the Lord, have 1 given 

thee, and thy sons and daughters with thee by a statute for ever; it w a 
covenant of Salt for ever before the Lord unto thee and to thy seed with thee ;” 

in 2 Chron. xiii, 4, 6, we find Abijah the son of Rehoboam defending his claim 
to be Kiny of Israel against Jeroboam the son of one of Solomon's servants in 
these words, Hear me, thou Jeroboam, and all Israel, ought ye not to know 
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that the Lord God of Israel gave the Kingdom over Israel to David for ever, 
to him and to his sons by a covenant of Salt?” 

Whether this was in these instances the symbol of friendship unalterable 
of perpetuity, and of incorruption as to the authority of the giver, as well as in 

to the lineage of the recipient can only be just conjectured ; there can be 

no doubt but that it was well understood then, and if in the restoration and 

renewal of sacred covenants it should once more find propriety and place, good 
precedent exists for its antiquity and authority. 

Salt was a symbol also of wisdom, as illustrated by Paul when writing to the 
Saints of Collossia; he advised Let your speech be always with grace, season- 
ed with Salt that ye may know how ye ought to answer every man,” Ool. iv, 6 
this expression finds its equivalent in the saying of Jesus, „Give not thas 
which is holy unto the dogs, neither cast ye your pearls before swine,” and it 
is further illustrated by Paul when he said, I am made all things to all men 
that I might by all means save some; in other words, by wisdom he adapted 
himself to those he came in contact with, „giving to every man his portion of 


meat in due season; making the trath palatable no doubt, or pungent when 


necessary, using it in wisdom as an appetizer and creating a longing for more; 
some teachers there are who tell all they know (and a great deal more too) and 
the result is a surfeit on the one hand and exhaustion on the other, there is in 
this sense a lack of Salt; there are others who never seek to make truth 
attractive or alluring, it is presented in such a sorry garb, it is handed out 
without warmth and without force, and rather repels than invites; it is too 
blunt, too bald, too plain may be, it is not seasoned, it lacks in this sense—the 
Salt. We have something analagous to this in agricultural life, there are lands 
and conditions where the application of Salt is u stimulus; it probably draws 
the moisture, or it suits the crop, or in some way meets the necessities of the 
soil, but when an overdose or an unseasonable dose is given, it may produce 
barrenness, sterility, and death ; there can be a mis-application even of Salt, 
or the flavor may be so far withdrawn from it, that the saying of the Saviour is 
realized, ‘‘ Salt is good, but if the Salt have lost his savour wherewith shall it 
be seasoned? It is neither fit for the land, nor a for the dunghill, but men 
east it out.” Luke xiv, 34, 36. 

There are instances in Scripture where even Salt which represented blessing, 
wisdom, covenant, etc., represented the opposite’; where it implied and was, cur- 
sing, barrenness, and destruction ; Lot’s wife for apparently lingering regrets in 
leaving the doomed cities of the Plain was changed into a pillar of Salt, Gen. 
xix, 36, and the Dead Sea which now covers the site of those ancient cities, 
Sodom, Gomorrah, Admah and Leboiim, even in our day, testifies to abemina- 
tions which prompted their swift and sure destruction by the irremoveable 
curse of Salt ; we also find that when Abimelech laid seige to the fortified city 
of Shechem, he, after capturing it laid it waste—he beat down the city and 
sowed it with Salt, that it might for ever remain an unfruitful desert; Judges, 
xix, 9, 45. One of the later prophets when threateningthe meteing out of 
judgment to the Moabites and Ammonites, declared As I live saith the Lord 
of Hosts, the God of Israel, surely Moab shall be as Sodem and the children 
of Ammon as Gomorrah, even the breeding of Nettles and Salt pits and a per- 
potual desolation,” Zeph. ii, 9. Jeremiah in describing the sin of Judah and 
the results of his putting trust in man, says, He shall be like the heath in the 
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desert, and shall not see when good cometh; but shall inhabit the parcheg 
places in the wilderness, a Salt land and not inhabited ;” these are the unfruitful 
lands of earth, unblessed of the special guidance of Jehovah, without a Priest. 
hood, and without a Temple; in lands barren of that high communion which 
made Judah the envy of the nations, the favored of the Almighty ; they are yet 
in the parched places, in a Salt land and not inhabited ” of those who putting 
their trust in the Lord are as a tree planted by the waters, that ae out 
her roots by the rivers.” Jer. xvii, 5, 8, 

However the healing power of salt when properly applied finds aiohtton also, 
When Elisha had succeeded to the prophetic office just vacated by the trans- 
lated Elijah, he was waited upon by ‘‘the men of the city of Jericho,” who 
said unto him, ‘‘ Behold I pray thee, the situation of this city is pleasant ag 
my lord seeth, but the water is naught, and the ground barren ; and he said, 

bring me a new cruse and put salt therein, and they brought to him; and he 
went forth unto the spring of the waters and cast the salt in there and said, 
Thus saith the Lord, I have healed these waters, there shall not be from 
thence any more death or barren land. So the waters were healed unto this 
day, according to the saying of Elisha, which he spake.” 2-Kings, ii, 18—22. 
The Lord honored his servant in this miracle and gave testimony to Israel 
that he had called and sent the Prophet. There is also ineidental allusion 
made to a now obsolete custom of rubbing new-born infants with salt, in that 
wonderful parable given by the Prophet in regard to Jerusalem. Ezek. xvi, 4. 


Any way the primary allusions to Salt in holy writ refer to it as a blessing or 
curse, a good thing rightly used, an evil when in excess, symbolic after the 
figurative manner of the East, in all the allusions which have been mentioned ; 
yet its most desirable quality is certainly when applied or existing as a blessing, 
and there is no illustration more beautiful, more suggestive or expressive, than 
where Jesus declared of his disciples, ‘‘ Ye are the Salt of the earth,” that is 
they pessessed within them or were the bearers of those truths or qualities. 
which were preservative of all the goodness, virtue, and vitality of the human 
race; being his disciples imparted to them a right te become the recipients 
of so high and far-reaching a simile or figurative application, they were 
themselves seasoned and carried with them ability to season others, and so 
by extension of faith and practice preserve the world from taint and death ; 
in this is implied that persons, communities, nations, who are not the disciples 
vf Jesus can scarcely be called (in his sense at all events) the salt of the 
earth“; they will not be able to resist the putrefative process which sooner or 
later falls upon systems, and institutions which are without the life giving, 
preserving, arresting character of salt; this may be the key which shall ex- 
plain the disintegrating processes which mark the history of the Empires and 
Nations of both ancient and modern times; and it may still further declare, 
how that nations now existing can only hope for perpetuity, can only hope for 
the friendship of the Almighty, by entering into what may be fizuratively 
called The covenant of Salt“; this may also explain how by the process of 
gathering, the doom of the nations may or will be most quickly sealed; the 
gradual abstraction from centre to circumference of that preservative element 
which high authority designated Salt,” certainly augurs evil for the future 
of those nations who are thus depleted of life, of spirit, of integrity, of fide- 
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lity to the only system which in the eoonomy of Providence is destined to bear 
the brunt of circumstances and to stand for ever.” 

Let it not be forgotten by mankind that “every sacrifice shall be seasoned 
with Salt,” and that none have been called upon to make more sacrifice than 
those who have literally accepted as their leader, that Savior who said, ‘‘ Ye 
are the Salt of the earth ;” if the salvation which they seek, which they now 
enjoy, which they anticipate in the future is to be enjoyed by others of the 
human family, may we not be assured that it will be limited to those alone who 
understand and enter into this Covenant of Salt!“ BH: W. N.

‘To Elder H. W. Naisbett. 

Dear Brother.—I send you a few 
lines from these distant lands. The 
condition of most of the Saints in 
New Zealand is good, spiritually, but 
most of them are very poor in this 
world’s goods. Last mail there was a 
family of four gathered home to Zion, 
and this mail there are five more go- 
ing. There are about eighteen of us 
left and we all expect to gather in the 
course of a few months. The people 
here do not care much for the truths 
of the gospel, they seem to be too re- 
ligious to investigate the principles of 
salvation for themselves. It is most 

enerally among the non-professors of 
hristianity that we find those who 
are willing to listen to the truths of 
the gospel. It is about one year since 
‘the Elders who were from Utah went 


back home from this country. I be. 
lieve that if we had one or two Elders 
from Utah here now they would get 
the people to to listen to them better, 
We hold meetings now in two towns, 
but it is very seldom we get any 
strangers to come to listen ; there are 
three of us local Elders, and we bear 
our testimony faithfully whenever we 
have the opportunity. My desire is 
to dothe will of my heavenly Father, 
that I may be the humble instrument 
in his hands of bringing some of my 
fellow beings to the knowledge of the

A TRIP TO SANPETE.

President John Taylor, accompa- 
‘nied by a rtion of his family 
and Elder W. Woodruff, Elder E. 
Snow and wife, and Elder F. D. 
Richards, Bishops Hardy and Bur. 
ton, and Brothers J. Nuttall, J. 
W. Taylor and G. C. Lambert, left 
the city on Wednesday morning, the 
15th inst., by the Utah Southern 
Railroad, for Sanpete. The party 
were met at York by President Geo. 
‘Teasdale, with carriages. They drove 
to Nephi on the afternoon of the same 
day. In the evening a meeting was 
held, which was largely attended. 
The speakers were Elders Hardy, 
Snow, and President Taylor. 

The following day, Thursday, they 
started for Ephraim, a distance of 
about 34 miles. — a short 
time on the way at Fountain Green, 
Bishop Johnson entertaining most of 
the company. uring the afternoon 


a fair specimen of the dust - storm was 
encountered, followed by a very cold 
wind and enow storm, which lasted 
more or less continuonsly until the 
next day. It was with no small de- 
gree of gratification that the party 
sighted the houseteps of Ephraim, 
and it is doubtful whether the fire, 
which burns as cheerfully in the fire- 
places so common to southern houses, 
was at any time during the frosts of 
„King Winter,” more agreeable than 
it had now become, in consequence 
of the unexpected appearance of the 
„Stern Monarch’s Bride.” Elder 
Woodruff, who had been slowly re- 
covering from a severe cold, of long 
standing, became quite ill, experi- 
encing much discomfort from an 
affection of the lungs, caused through 
this very severe change of weather, 
for which he was not prepared. Pre- 
sident Taylor, having telegraphed an 
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appointment for a meeting at this 
lace, filled it himself, the other mem- 
bers of his party seeking that rest 
which, under the circumstances, they 
much needed. 

Un Friday, the company (excepting 
Elder Woodruff,) who was still quite 


unwell, with President Peterson, drove 


over to Manti, President Taylor de- 
siring to witness the progress that had 
been made in preparing the site for 
the building of the Temple. This 
was a very pleasing feature of the 
visit, They met on the grounds— 
Elders Folsom, Maiben, Parry, Joseph 
J. Taylor, Christensen, and others 
engaged there. The appearance of 
this mountain spur, which is to be so 
honored, has greatly changed since 
the last visit, abont a year ago, when 
the late President B. Young dedicated 
it for the pugpose for which it is now 
being shaped. A stranger. from the 
old world could easily believe that a 
fort or fortification was being built, 
the substantial terrace walls, four 
in number, each 16 feet high and six 
feet thick at base, tapering to two feet 
at the top, rising one above the other, 
each measuring about a quarter of a 
mile around, present such an appear- 
ance. The work of excavation is not 
yet completed. Little, however, com- 
pared with what has been done, re- 
mains unfinished, yet that little is in 
the shape of a bulk of debris of no 
inconsiderable dimensions, the walls 
are also yet to be coped, and the 
main steps leading from the street 
below to the site are to be laid. It 
is expected that this preparatory work 
will be consumated by the 17th of 
August next, the time of holding the 


next Quarterly Conference, when it is 
antici 


ted the corner-stone of the 
Temple will be laid. Tbe quarry was 
visited, which is only a short distance 
from the grounds, which furnishes 


very suitable building material of wa- 


ter formation. President Taylor ex- 
pressed himself satisfied with the labors 
of the brethren, remarking that when 
the site is ready half the work under- 
taken would be done. 

After dinner the company drove to 
Spring City, the residence of Eider 
Orson Hyde, whom we found in bet- 
ter health than he bad been for a short 
time previously. 
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On Saturday, the 8 were among 
the good people of Mount Pleasant, 
where Conference was held on that. 
and the following day, the minutes. 
of which brother Lund will furnish. 
An excellent time was spent. In 
consequence of the crowded state of 
the congregations, or the very limited 
seating capacity of the meeting- house, 
fully one-third of the people had to 
stand, and a great many failed to 
obtain convenient standing room out- 
side in the immediate vicinity of the 
hall, and yet there seemed tu be a total 
absence of children. The company 
drove to Moroni, in the evening, 
when a meeting was held, which was 
addressed by Elders R. T. Burton, 
L. W. Hardy and F. D. Richards. 
On the following day the company 
dined at Fountain Green, and also 
attended meeting, which was addressed 
by Elders Snow, Richards, Burton, 
Hardy, Nuttall, Teasdale and Presi- 
dent Taylor. Here as elsewhere the 
meeting -house was uncomfortably 
crowded, which inconvenience is about 
to be remedied by building a new 
and more commodious one. 

Brothers Snow and Nuttall, who are 
on their way home, parted from the 
other members of the company, the 
others proceeded to Nephi, in the 
afternoon, experiencing a very heavy 
rainstorm. While traveling in Salt 
Creek Cafion, the carriage in which 
brothers Woodruff, Richards and 
others were riding suddenly assumed 
a somewhat awkward position, by 
the breaking of the kingbolt. For- 
tunately, as it was remarked, the 
horses, which were driven and owned 
by brother Jenkins, of Nephi, seemed 
to comprehend the situation and acted 
accordingly, and no injury was sus- 
tained. At Nephi, the same even- 
ing, a meeting was held, which was 
addressed by Elders Burton and Har- 
dy, and President, Taylor. |

out were excellent, mach timely and 
suitable instruction was imparted, and 
the coustenances of the people gene- 
rally bespoke their 8 af the 
same.
